Following is their report:

Gentlemen: We, your committee, appoint- 
ed March 19 to investigate the assessinents 
upon centra) and residence property to de- 
termine if the central real estate is as- 
sessed upon a lower basis than the rest- 
dential real estate. 

After a careful investigation we find 
that the central real estate is assessed upon 
a much higher basis than the residential] 
real estate. To determine this, we investi- 
gated all of the large office buildings, ho- 
tels, theaters, bank buildings and a great 
many of the large business houses. We then 
investigated a large number of residences 
and vacant property situated in all parts 
of the city, property that had changed hands 
this year. We used this property because 
we could get the selling price and arrive 
at the actual value of the property. 

We hereby attach a list of ail the office 
and prominent buildings of Atlanta with 
their assessment and also a number of resi- 
dences situated in different parts of the 
city, with their selling price, assessment 
and percentage of assessment. These fig- 
ures can be verified by any citizen who will 
take the trouble to go to the tax assessor's 
office. Your committee was surprised to 
find the high assessment upon the central 
property and the low assessment upon the 
residence property.

Paris, April 5.-—The possibility of | 
peace by Easter is doubted by 
French newspapers. 

The Journal points out that even 
if the preliminaries are wholly 
agreed upon by Easter there remains 
all the negotiations with Germany, 
which it believes will be at least 
as laborious as the pourparlers be- 
tween the allied and associated 
powers. 

The Matin declares that there is 
a divergence of opinion in the coun- 
cil of four on the essential point 
of reparation, while territorial ques- 
tions are in a fair way toward a 
satisfactory settlement. On the ques- 
tion of reparation, it says, there is 
still a gulf between what France 
is offered and what she claims is 
fairly due her. On that point the 
newspaper adds, the French gov- 
ernment will be immovable, because 
it “cannot sign a treaty which will 
make France bankrupt.” 

Claims League In in Pieces. 

“Where do we stand in the work 
of pacification?” asks The Echo de 
Paris. It answers the question as 
follows: 

“It is only too clear that the 
league of nations lies in pieces on 
the floor of the Hotel de Crillon 
(American headquarters), and the 
modest alliance which might with 
advantage occupy its place is only 
a vague sketch.” 

The newspaper fears that the 
council of four will produce at any 
cost some sort of peace formula, 
good or bad, which it believes will 
be the worst danger. It urges the 


council rather to say that an agree- 
ment is beyond their powers and to 
refer the decision to the parliaments 
of the respective allied countries.

Berlin, April &—The German food 
ministry announces that as food re- 
lief nas been arriving in quantity 
it will be possible to increase the 
rations in the big cities and indus- 
trial districts so that each person 
will receive 125 grammes of bacon 
and 50 grammes of fat more a week 
than before and 250 grammes of 
flour. (A gramme equals .035 
ounce), 

The prices of bacon and fat have 
not vet been agreed upon, but thev 
probably will range from 498 to 600 
pfennigs a pound. Thea price of 
flour has been fixed at 200 pfennigs 
a pound. 

The increased rations, according 
to.present plans, will apply only to 
citi>s of more than 659,000 inhabi- 
tant. and to industrial districts of 
more than 150,000.

Any of these men, Dr. Stock- 


bridge thinks, could render an in-j! 


estimable service in Atlanta through 
looking into all angles of the milk 
business as it is handled here, and 
then furnishing recommendations as 
to how it could be developed to ad- 
vantage. 

“I am sure,” he said, “that the At- 
lanta people would appreciate hav- 
ing accurate information on which 
they could form definite opinions as 
to what ought to be done. And I 
believe we could find a number of 
men right here in Atlanta who would 
be glad to put their efforts and cap- 
ital behind a good dairying proposi- 
tion if the thing were put on a busi- 
ness basis.” 

The information has been given 
Dr. Stockbridge that there is im- 
mediately available a refrigerating 
plant fully equipped which, with 
very little expense, comparatively, 
could be converted into a milk dis- 
tributing center, and this may be 
a telling factor in the speedy solu- 
tion/of\ milk worries which have 
been troubling the consumer. 

In thé meantime interest contin- 
ues in the proposed ordinance for a 
board of milk control, which will be 
adversely reported by the ordinance 
committee to council Monday. Mrs. 
Newton C. Wing, chairman of the 
woman’s milk committee of the City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, states 
that she learns that a hot fight 
will be made at council meeting in 
favor of the ordinance, but even if 
it should fail, the women will by 
no means give up their fight to ob- 
tai pure milk at prices commensu- 
rate with charges made in other 
cities. 

Dealers Reduce Prices. 

“We feel that we have already 
accomplished much,” she said, “but 
not nearly all that we hope to do. 
For instance, practically all of the 
dealers have reduced their milk 
from 25 cents to 20 cents a quart. 
For another thing, Atlantans have 
learned that a few of the large 
daries are mixing milk powders 
with water and mixing this solu- 
tion with milk, selling this mixture 
as pure milk and charging the regu- 
lar price for it. We know that pub- 
lic opinion will not allow this prac- 
tice to continue. Moreover, Atlan- 
tans will not be content to pay 20, 
or 25 cents a quart this summer for 
the same grade of milk that New 
Yorkers are getting for 12 cents a 
quart, 

“No, the proposed milk ordinance 
is by no means our only weapon.

later, in 1829, that Greek independ- 
ence was finally recognized. 

In Atlanta, while tomorrow will 


arouse in the breasts of all the local 
Greek colony sentiments of pride 
and love for their mother country, 
the official celebration has been 
postponed until Sunday next. On 
that day an elaborate program of 
events will probably be staged and 
every member of the local colony 
Details of the pro- 
gram have not yet been sufficiently 
arranged to permit of announce- 
ment. 
Story of Struggle. 

In speaking of the day and the 
events which it celebrates, James G. 
Verginadis, president of the Greek 
community, of which Peter Kanes 
is secretary, said: 

Almost one century ago the Greeks were 
submerged in the darkness of Turkish dom- 
ination. Europe was in the thralls of des- 
potism. No enslaved races were allowed 
to rise and regain their lost liberties. 

The first blow to the divine rights of 
kings, and to the holy rights of the large 
nations over the smail ones, was given by 
the New World in 1775. The echo of that 
rebellion against the autocrat George V. 
set the atmosphere of Europe in motion, 
The French caught the spirit of rebellion. 
The French rebellion kindled Burope. 

There was a reaction. ‘The holy alliance 
set itself against the irresistible tidg of 
the democratization of Europe. 

It was the Greek race which gave the 
initial and deadly blow to the reactionary 
policies of the holy alliance. 

On April 7, 1821, the Greek bishop, Ger- 
manos, unfurled the Greek flag in Pelopon- 
nesus. His down-trodden compatriots rose 
and swept the forces of the Ottoman empire, 
Colocotrones cleared Peloponnesus; Canaris 
and Miaoulis cleared the Aegeau sea of the 
mighty Turkish armada; Bozzaris spread ter- 
ror among the Turks in central Greece; and 
Caraiscakis swept the Moslem troops from 
Acarnania to the Sea of Salamis. 

Jt was a miracle. The bravery, the self-

Honorable William H. Taft, former President of the 
United States, is held in high regard throughout the land asa 
man not only of high distinction, but also of fairness and 
good judgment in all things. | 


In Atlanta, as elsewhere, this is true. 
welcome him and when he speaks, they listen with open 
ears, for they have confidence in him. 


Atlanta’s city council, the body officially representing 
the city, stands conspicuous as the only element among us 
that has refused to accord Mr. Taft even a hearing. 
body has ignored him persistently in any reference to the 
matter of local street car fares. Council Chamber of City Hall 
is the ONE tribunal IN ALL THE TOWN where Mr. Taft has 
found ears deaf that would not hear. 


Recently, while here in attendance on the Congress of 
the League to Enforce Peace, Mr. Taft commented on City 
Council’s refusal even to read either of two communications 
which, as a member of the War Labor Board, he had ad- 
dressed to Council. Those communications urged Council 
to grant increased car fares. They followed up the War 
Labor Board’s recommendation made to Council after the 
Board, several months ago, granted increased wages approx- 
imating $500,000 a vear to our motormen and conductors 
and other employees. His visit to Atlanta again impressed 
him with the injustice being done us, and he sent a telegram 
to President Wilson. We reproduce that telegram here bv 
permission, as revealing how Council’s attitude is regarded 
from the viewpoint of a broad-minded American: 


Here our people 


WINCHESTER, KY., March 2. 
HON. WOODROW WILSON, 
President of the United States, 
Washington, D. C.: 


In Atlanta and in Chicago the National War La- 
bor Board granted very considerable increases in 
wages to the men, with a corresponding recommenda- 
tion that the rate of fare be increased. 

IN ATLANTA THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL 
HAVE DELIBERATELY IGNORED THE REC- 
OMMENDATION OF THE NATIONAL WAR 
LABOR BOARD, REFUSING TO HAVE IT 
READ IN THE COUNCIL. The Utilities Commis- 
sion of the State recommended the increase. In Chi- 
cago the Mayor and the City Council declined to act, 
and the matter is still pending with the Utilities 
Commission of the State. 

I sincerely fear a financial stress growing out of 
the public utilities situation. A number of roads have 
already gone into the hands of receivers, and I fear the 
same condition with respect to others. I submit to 
your consideration, after a consultation with Secretary 
Glass, whether some expression might not be sent by 
you to the Mayor and Council of Atlanta and to the 
Mayor and Council of Chicago, that they should weigh 
with care the appeal of the companies based on the 
National War Labor Board award, and ACT ON 
THE SAME JUDICIALLY AND WITHOUT 
PREJUDICE, in order that justice may be done and 
financial disturbances avoided by providing A JUST 
REVENUE for such companies, in view of the very 
great increase in their expenses. I think this might 
have a very healthy effect throughout the country 
upon the State and municipal authorities charged 
with the control of rates of fare.

"Tt is unquestionably a fact that 
the majority of the gautomobile fac- 
tories have not reached their nor- 
mal volume of production by any 
means,” says Harry M. Jewett, pres- 
ident of the Paige-Detroit Motor Car 
company. “Consequently, when the 
spring buying sets in about the first 
of April in earnest, as it does every 
year in most parts of the country, 
there is likely to be a shortage of 
cars, at least for a time. 

“It has not been such an easy 
job to turn back to automobile pro- 
duction as the general public sup- 
posed it would be. There were 
many government contracts that 
were not cancelled and that had to 
be completed. Then, it must be re- 
membered that it was not the auto- 
maker alone who was en- 
gaged in war work. Every maker 
of automobile parts also had turned 
to making war materials almost 
exclusively, and it has been slow 
work for them to re-divert their 
energies. Naturally, the automobile 
makers must wait for them before 
they can turn out their production. 

“Coupled with this situation, there 
has been a surprising and unexpect- 
ediy large demand for several 
monthe past. With the added im- 
petus spring weather brings to buy- 
ing I feel that a shortage is almost 
inevitable. Paige production is rap- 
idly approaching its peak.”

But Atlanta had a good quota of 
reasonably good players, and even 
before the walking match craze had 
gone, there were games here and 
there in the city. Reports of these 
games in the city papers aroused 
added interest, and within a short 
time the national game found it- 
self in the swim in Atlanta. 

Augusta, Columbus and Savannah 
had never forsaken the sport as had 
Atlanta, and during the summer of 
’84 each of these cities had a good 
ball team made up largely of na- 
tive youngsters with a professional 
battery and maybe a professional 
first baseman. 

The walking match had started 
the sporting fever in Atlanta and 
Atlanta decided to have a team. It 
was Henry W. Grady, Charley Col- 
lier, Clarence Knowles, Don Bain 
and a few kindred spirits who in- 
augurated the movement. The best 
players in Atlanta were gathered 
and the situation discussed. The 
first money subscribed was by John 
Ryan, Jim Lynch and Frank Lester, 
the two latter then doing business 
on Whitehall street as book sellers 
and stationers. This sum and that 
contributed by Mr. Collier, Mr. Grady, 
Captain E. P. Howell and Mr.

It is traditional in baseball, that if 
the batter hits a grounder to the 
infield, that the runner on third 
should hold his base. Major league 
infielders in most cases handle the 
ball accurately, and it is almost 
sure death at the plate for a run- 
ner to try to score from third on 
a ball hit to the infield. It need 
not be the final inning for the 
runner to play out the string, be- 
cause at any stage of the game it 
is foolhardy for him to try to score. 
Sometimes the infielders so kicks 
the ball around that the runner 
could have made the plate had he 
tried. At such times, beth runner 
and coacher are spoken of in an un- 
complimentary manner, when, as a 
matter of fact, the course they pur- 
sued was the only proper one. 
Panned Either Way. 

In the other situation we will as- 
sume there is a runner on third in 
the last half of the ninth, no one 
out and the score to 2 against

The 
runner on third has a better than 
even chance to score on the play 
if the ball is caught. Realizing he 
is about as valuable, if not more so, 
on third, he makes no attempt to 
score. The fans believe he could 
have turned the trick, and pan 
coacher and runner for failing to 
attempt to score, when as a matter 
the system adopted was 
the only sane way to handle the 
situation. 

Often with a runner on first base 
and one down, the runner on first, 
a very fast man, attempts a steal of 
second.

If the 
pitcher had not tried to steal, the 
pitcher would probably have worked 
differently. The catcher probablv 
would have anticipated the play and 


ner might have been just as easy an 
out at second. Also, when the run- 
ner was out. the pitcher undoubted- 
Iv worked differently to the batter. 
Pitchers have a habit of being more 
carless with the bases empty than 
with a runner or runners on. Not 
all good hitters are good hit-and- 
run men. It is different trving to 
pull the ball through a vacated snot, 
than merely swinging away ata fast 
one, 
Coacher Is Roasted. 

When a runner is caught napping 
at anv base, the poor coacher is 
usually the target picked out by 
fandom, when the coacher was in no 
way to hlame. A base runner is the 
only man who has an idea as to the 
distance, or lead, he should take 
from anv hase. If the catcher or

pitcher catches the runner napping, 
| the coacher is helpless as far as ren- 
| dering assistance to the runner, oth- 
'er than a shout of warning. Yet, 
after time, TI have seen 
| ecoacher unmercifully panned, when 
| some runner was caught nappire at 
| a critical stage of the game. 
the hidden ball 
coacher has something coming to 
him,. because one of the cardinal 
principles of baseball is to never 
lose sight of the ball. 

The situations are just a few 
that come up, for which the player 
is criticized, when he has pursued 
the proper course, The second guess, 
is one of the evils of baseball. It is 
always easy to figure a better wav 
after one course has been tried and 
failed. 

So in the future if ready to say 
unkind things to some athlete, when 
it seems he has pulled a bone, stop 
for a moment and see if vou can't 


' figure out a reason for what seems 


a rather unusual procedure. Per- 
haps you and not the player or man- 
ager is pulling a bone.

| short shots the swing is short, but 
io swing should be on the same 
; line. 
| On a niblick or stab shot the 
| swing is more upright, but you 
don’t have to intentionally make it 
more upright. You must hold the 
‘club a little tighter in the fingers 
| for those shotsa& as the club is held 
tighter the muscles become more 
contracted. Theréfore, your back 
| swing will not be so flat as with 
tthe loose grip. Try it sometime. 
Light and Heavy Clubs, 


| T have mentioned before about 
'light and heavy clubs. I am a great 
| believer in light clubs (except the 
niblick). My idea of light clubs is 
that you get more speed on the 
downward swing and you have a 
| better chance to hit the ball a clean 
| blow. A heavy wooden club is apt 
ito pull you too much on the heels 
at top of swing. You lose your bal- | 
ance and if you hit the ball at all on | 
your down swing it is usually a 
pretty slice or a top, because on) 
your down —— the heavy clubd/| 
has pulled your body forward and | 
you unconsciously pull your hands | 
into your body. | 
The club head hits the ball a. 
slanting blow instead of a straight | 
blow.

Try out a 
light midiron, jigger and mashie. 

Go as 
far as trying a light putter, alWays | 
swinging the easy free swing.

THIS ROAD BILL 
MERITS ATTENTION 


A network of durable roads con- 
structed to meet the requirements of 
traffic will be constructed and for- 
ever maintained by the United 
States government if a bill recent- 
ly introduced before congress by 
Senator Charles E. Townsend, of 
Michigan, meets with favorable con- 
sideration from the members of the 
next congress. 

The measure provides for a radi- 
cal revision in the highway policy 
pursued by the government in the 
past and lays the foundation upon 
which economic expenditure of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars will be 
secured,*in the opinion of Roy D. 
Chapin, chairman of the highways 
committee of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce ana 
formerly chairman of the highways 
transport committee of the Council 
of National Defense. 

Briefly analyzed the measure pro- 
vides for two main trunk line high- 
ways in each state, constructed to 
link up with corresponding state 
roads at, boundaries and thus pro- 
viding a complete national system 
of lines. These roads would be 
constructed under the supervision 
of a federal highway commission of 
five men after a thorough investi- 
gation into traffic requirements of 
each state with due consideration 
for the needs of interstate high- 
way commerce which has snown re- 
markable gains in the past few 
years. 

“The measure does not stop 
there,”’ said Mr. Chapin, “it recog- 
nizes the fact that we must always 
be at the task of improving and 
constructing our estate highways 
and, accordingly, provision is made 
for a continuance of federal aid to 
the states in order that the state 
highway commissioners may have 
at their disposal sufficient funds to 
enable them _ to construct theif

League of Nations Planned | 
By Women 50 Years Ago} 


The astonishing fact that women beat men to a “League of 
'| Nations” idea by half a century was brought out at the St. Louis 
| convention of the National American Suffrage association the week 


It seems that women suffragists of the world have been weaving 
back and forth, from country to country, an international ideal of 
democracy, which was made part of a well-defined program at the 
first national suffrage convention, fifty years ago. 

At this little meeting, held in Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1869, Madame 
Jeanne d’Hericourt proposed the following resolutions: 

“That we form a league of all women claiming their rights, both 


“The aim of this league, which shall be called the ‘Universal 
League for Women’s Rights and Universal Peace,’ is to extinguish 
prejudice between nations, to create a common interest through 
the influence of women, in order to substitute the reign of humanity 
for the divisions and hatred and causes of war, to give aid to the 
women of all nations in securing their rights.” 

These few sentences embody the gist of what the peace confer-

Plant Wisely. 

In planting for the beauty of our 
highways there is one’ important 
thing to remember, namely, that the 
object of a “highway” is 
to give comfortable access from one 
Con- 


obstruct the view of the highway, 


‘especially at the many curves nec- 


essary in a hilly country. In many 
places there is elready a beautiful 
bank of trees and shrubs with ferns 
beneath, but where‘ our planting 
must be the whole and sole decora- 
let us make it a joy for all 
passersby, as Well as a delight to 
those who do the arranging. Let us 
plant our own beautiful paulown- 
ia imperialis, usually called in Geor- 
gia the cottonwood. I have never 
scen any explanation of this local 
name, but suppose that it has come 
from the fact that a seed pod may 
said to resemble slightly the 


nearly resemble a cluster. of 
grapes of Eshcol, but it is the beau- 
and fragrance of the exquisite 
violet flowers which, with their per-

It was natural 
that one of those scholars should 
put upon her first order list from 
the famous Berckman nurseries a 
paulownia, to the great amusement 
of her Georgia friends, who told her 
that there were “thousands of them 
along the river.” But years after, 
she saw in St. Paul during the bien- 
nial the genuine cottonwood, a va- 
riety of poplar, an aspen, and from 
the tall trees the lint was blowing 
over the pavements and passersby. 
But that is e long way from Geor- 
via highways! Not only for clear- 
ness of seeing is it necessary to 
place trees back from the _ road; 
falling blossoms in spring, and 
leaves in the autumn make spots 
which hold the moisture, and thus 
make havoc for the road. 
Shrubs Suggested. 

In the Piedmont section the Amoor 
river privet grows to. perfection, 
and those who know it only as a 
hedge plant cannot imagine how 
graceful it is as a shrub or small 
tree, and how fragrant are the deli- 
gate white flowers; a special pomt 
in favor of this is the fine way in 
which it allows itself to be removed 
from spot to spot, not seeming to 
feel that it has been moved, and as 
the new foliage comes while the old 
is falling, it is evergreen. 

With the background of trees and 
shrubs there can be a border of 
irises (flag lilies), which are a 
beauty in their serried ranks of 
leaves for the whole year through, 
and in front of these the various 
members of the narcissus family.

ply this need. She crossed the At- 
lantic five or six times carrying 
all lines of literature in 


these books in English libraries. 
Miss Stiles died without leaving 
a record of the work which she had 
accomplished. About two years ago 


Miss Helen Gray, of New Orleans,, | 


but formerly of Atlanta, returning 
from a visit to London, England, 
where she went for study and where 
her time had been mostly spent in 
English libraries and other institu- 
tions of learning, made known the 
conditions found there to Miss Eliz- 
abeth Hanna in gegard to the utter 
ignorance believed by them to be 
existing in our southland, or worse 
Still, the false {pressions they 
had in regard to all that concerned 
southern people. 

Miss Hanna, who is one of the 
south’s most noted educators and a 
member of the genuine old school,

More than 11,000,000 women par- 
ticipated in the activities of the 
year, which was inaugurated last 
April 6, the first anniversary of 
America’s declaration of war. It 
was planned to save at least 100,000 
of the 300,000 children who die an- 
nually of preventable diseases. 

The first activity of the year was 
a test of children under six to see 
whether they were up to the stand- 
ards of weight and height for their 
ages. Nearly 7,000,000 record cards 
were issued, of which more than 


others yet to be turned in. A num- 
ber of committees have undertaken 
a second test this spring to include 
children missedin the first and also 
to note improvement in those previ- 
ously registered. 

Preventive Werk. 

Need for preventive work on be- 
half of children was said to have 
been emphasized by the information 
obtained in the test. According to 
reports received from state child 
welfare chairmen of the Council 
of National Defense, committees in 
°®4 states have employed new public 
health ,nurses during the _ year. 
From ten of these states a total of 
137 new nurses have been reported. 
One hundred and thirty-four chil- 
dren’s health centers, to which 
mothers may go for expert advice 
concerning the best means of caring 
for their children, have been estab- 
lished during Children’s year in 
communities in 15 states. 

Swimming paals, playgrounds and 
new leisure-time activities have be- 
come apart of the play life of 
boys and girls in many communities 
as a result of the year. From six- 
teen states the establishment of 
new playgrounds has been reported, 

Forty-three staates, New York 
city andthe Dictrict of Columbia are 
engaged in a campaign to prevent 
boys and girls from going to work 
before they have the training they 
need for successful and happy lives. 
“Back to School” and “Stay in 
School” are the slogans of this drive. 
A number of committees have pro- 
vided scholarship funds to enable 
children of needy parents to con- 
tinue their education after they 
reach the legal working age. At 
least one scholarship for each of the 
281.000 schoolhouses in the United 
States is the goal that has been set. 

Conference Planned. 

Although Children's year is offi- 
cialy. over, plans areunder way in 
several states to make every year 
a Children’s year. A new consclous- 
ness of the value of the child and 
his need for good health, wholesome 
play, adequate schooling and pro- 
tection from premature work, is 
said to be indicated by laws con- 
templated by the states. These in- 
clude many bills for the protection 
of children.

Cleanliness is a big factor. It is 
impossible to keep the little bodies, 
clothing and the utensils in which 
the food is made too clean. Remem- 
ber that surgical cleanliness is the 
price of freedom from much of baby 
ilinetses. 

Flies, dirt, impure milk and in- 
sanitary conditions are the enemies 
of childhood. 

The baby approaching 1 year old 
must begin to eat solid foods. It is 
at this period that the mother must 
usé care and forethought. The deli- 
cate digestive organs are easily dis- 
turbed. She should realize that the 
child should be furnished with foods 
that will provide growth of bone, 
muscle and tissue, and also furnish 
it with sufficient entrgy to exer- 
cise its body. 

Protein Necessary. 


For growth protein is necessary. 
This food constituent is found in 
milk, eggs and cereals for the small 
child, and in meat, fish, peas, beans 
and lentils, in addition to the above- 
mentioned foods, which are for older 
children. sg:

Watch Your Milk. in quarters 


Know the source of your milk 
supply and also the condition under 
which it is cared for before it 
reaches yofl. Upon receiving | the 
milk, if it is not already pasteurized, 
then pasteunize it at once, then cool 
and store—it—in a place where it 
will be free from all contamination. 
Remember that milk will spoil 
quickly if it is kept in a careless 
or dirty manner, or if it 1s permit- 
ted to stand in a heated kitchen. 
Physicians will tell you that thou- 
sands of babies die each year be- 
cause of the careless manner in 
which the milk fed to them is han- 
died. . . 

Always wash, if possible under 
the running water, the top of the 
milk bottle or jar before opening it. 
When once the bottle is open turn 
a jelly glass down over the top of 
the bottle. This forms @ sanitary 
covering that can be quickly re- 
moved. 

Do not give small children candy. |. 
Large quantities of sugar overheat}! 
the blood stream and upset the di- 
géstion. It is positively criminal to 
give pennies to the children and al- 
low them to buy cheap candies of 
unknown origin. If candy is neces- 
sary, make it at home and be as- 
sured of its purity. 

Plenty of cool drinking water 
should be given to the children, 
even the smallest baby may be 
given a teaspoonful of water three 
or four times during the day. Do 
not give small! children ice 
for safety’s sake the water 
be boiled and cooled. 

Lacks Reserve Power. 

The growing child lacks the re- 
serve power of the adult. The or- 
gzans of digestion are delicate and 
his vitality insufficiently adapted 
to his needs. Because of the great 
activities of the child he needs food 
that quickly produces heat, ener- 
gy and muscular growth. The diet 
of the adult would be insufficient 
for a growing child. 

Until the child is° 12 years old 
two pints of milk should be includ- 
ed in his daily diet. The milk may 
be used in soups, cocoa, custards, 
puddings and junkets. Well-cooked 
cereals play an important part in 
the daily menu. Barley, oatmeal and 
cornmeal are the most nutritious ce- , 
reals: they contain the needed con- 
stituents for body building. 

Fresh bread should never be given 
to children. 

Aside from the chance to cause 
digestion disturbances, the action 
upon the teeth must be considered. 
Toasts, zweibac, one-day old bread 
of whole cereals are most desirable. 
The mineral constituents of grain 
help in making muscle and teeth, 

Fresh eggs, properly cooked, are 
a valuable addition to the child's 
diet. Fried foods should not, in any 
circumstances be considered in the 
child’s allowance. Do not give meat 
to children under 4 years except 
on the advice of a physician. 

Aids to Health.

The United Artists’ corporation,

Has and London Without Stops.

Aerobus . nouncement of its arrival, and in the description of its 
lavish appointments. 
There is, indeed, more than one type of the honeymoon 
and It Is air-car. One is the open sort, which obligates the bridal pair, 
like the pilot, to go heavily wrapped and goggled. “Going 
a Wonder away” in leather’ may have picturesqueness and very likely it 
* would have excitement, but it would lack a little of the luxury 
of the closed air-car with its soft cushions and charmingly 
colored interior. 
The snug enclosed car is on the genera! lines of the aero- 
bus which now carries passengers between London and Paris, 
though its distinctive feature is that it provides for two passengers only, 
whereas the aerobus carries comfortably over twenty people.

Australia, between the) 
Tropic of Cancer and the Tropic of Cap-| 
ricorn mostly, although there are a few) 
scattered islands outside these limits, 
such as the most easterly, called Master 
Island, which belorgs to Chili, and the 
most northerly, Ocean and Midway 
islands in the Hawaiian group, which :s 
itself nearly 1,800 miles long, a fact 
which few Americans realize. If ad- 
mitted as a state according to a bill to 
be introduced in Congress at its next 
session it will.be the longest state in the 
Union, 

There are altogether in the Pacific 
nearly 2,700 islands, exclusive of those 
along the coasts, like the Japanese group 
aud Vancouver, but the extent of the 
ocean is so vast that they are lost in the 
mighty expanse of water, for the area of 
the Pacific is greater than the whole land 
surface of the globe. It is nearly twice 
as large as the Atlantic and more than 
twice its volume It is 10,000 miles 
broad at the equator and 9,300 miles long 
from Behring Strait to the Antarctic Cir- 
cle. Many fantastic theories have been 
put forward to account for this vast de- 
pression in the land surface of the earth. 

Left by the Moon. 

Some, basing their speculations on Lap- 
lace’s theory of the origin of planetary 
bodies, hold that the Pacific marks that 
portion of the earth from which the moon 
was thrown off billions of years ago when 
both bodies were in a molten state, the 
original sphere first developing two cen- 
tres of gravity and assuming the shape of | 
the figure 8, one spheroid about a quarter} 
of the diameter of the other. | 

With the rapid revolution and conden-| 
sation the neck of the figure 8 gradually | 
contracted until the moon finally split off, 
from the earth, condensation removing| 
them further and further apart until they 
reached their present relative distances. 
These theorists point to certain deep de- 
pressions and indentations in the Pacific, 
pretending to discover corresponding pro- 
jections and elevations in the moon. As 
the lunar diameter is only 2,160 miles, the 
gatellite would not reach more than a) 
quarter across the Pacific and the great- 
est ocean depths wonld represent the 
points where the neck broke off. 

However that may be, the floor of the, 
Pacific presents the greatest irregularities, 
of any part of the earth's surface, a depth| 
of 32.089 feet having been ascertained off, 
Mindanao, while the average depth of the 
Pacific is about two and a half miles, or 
12,500 feet. Those who are interested 
in the constitution of the Pacifie would 
do well to consult the “Physical Geo-| 
graphy of the Sea,"’ by Matthew Fontaine 
Maury, who was practically the founder 
of the science of oceanography. The 
whole insular area of the Pacific has been 
marked out for convenience’s sake into 
three grand divisions—Polynesia, Mi- 
cronesia and Melanesia. In each of these 
divisions Germany had colonies. 

Polynesia. 

Polynesia is the eastern area and in- 
eludes the Hawaiian group, the Mar- 
quesas, the Paumotu archipelago, the 
Tonga, Society and Ellis islands and the 
Samoan group, part of which was Ger- 
man. Some authorities place Hawaii in 
Micronesia, which is rather a misnomer, 
because it is one of the largest islands ip 
the Pacific. Micronesia includes the

| Strait separating that island from Tutuila, 


Melanesia is chiefly peopled by a 
negroid or black race, also rapidly de- 
teriorating, and is less civilized than the 
two other divisions. Among its groups 
are the Fiji, Solomon, Leyalty and New 
Hebrides islands, the Bismarck archi-' 
peiagc and New Caledonia. New Guinea 
also belongs properly in this category. {t 
is the largest islaud in the Pacific, if Aus- 
tralia be regarded as a continent, and has 
been divided among three Powers, the 
western half melonging to Holland, the 
southeastern quarter being Australian 
and the northeastern formerly a German 
colony. 

Where the Day Begins. 

These island regions are the place 
where the day begins. Of comrse every 
one knows that 180 degrecs longitude 
from Greenwich is the line where ships 
going west add a day or going east take 
off a day from their reckoning to con- 
form to local time, but it is not so gen- 
erally known that this lime ‘is not a 
straight one. It bends eastward north 
of Alaska to pass through Behring 
Strait, them westward to about 169 de 
grees east of Greenwich, so as to take 
the Aleutian islands in American time, 
then back to 45 degrees north latitude 
and 180 degrees longitude, following the 
latter meridan to 10 degrees south of 
the equator, where it bends east again te, 


21% degrees south and 168 degrees west, 
in order to throw the Fiji and Tonga 
islands into Australian time; continues | 
on this line uniil 50 degrees south is! 
reached, where it turns back to the 1S0th 
meridian, which it follows from 5714 de-' 
grees south to the Antarctic Pole. It thus 
happens that the first light of the new 
year, when the sum is near its must! 
southerly declination, falls on little Chat-| 
hem Island, east of New Zealand, ai-| 
though Samoa north of it is still in the 
previous year.

fascinating than that of any other part of | 


the earth’s surface. Their origin is in 
doubt and mystery shrouds tilicir history. 
On Easter Island, for instance, are colos- 
sal stone images, some more than thirty 
feet high, with 2 sardonie expression on 
their faces, as if mocking those who would 
trace their origin. On one of the Tonga 
islands is a monument of huge blocks of 
stone which must have been transported 
thither by sea. In the Caroline islands 
and the Mariannes are numerous relics of 
a prehistoric race whose history is a dark 
secret thus far to archaelogists and per- 
haps will ever remain unsolved. 
The Home of Adventure. 

This is the home of adventure. Piracy 
used to flourish and cannibalism is still 
practised. Jack London in his book “The 
Cruise of the Snark,”’ picturesquedly de- 
scribes a trip from Hawaii to Tahiti, 
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past the Fiji and New Hebrides islands 
to the Solomons, which then mostly be- 
longed to Germany. He was nearly 
wrecked on Malaita, a cannibal island of 
the group, but was rescued by Captain 
Keller, the German. commander of a re- 
cruiting vessel, who arrived in the nick of 
time when Jack London, his wife Char- 
mian, his companion Martin Johnson and 
a missionary and the crew of an English 
trading vessel were surrounded by threat- 
ening savages. 

But that was ancient history, seven 
years before the great war. In modern 
times Martin Johnson made the trip with 
his wife during the second year of the war, 
the steamship on which he sailed being 
darkened at night for fear of German 
submarines. He was in quest of moving 
picture films and has described his ad- 
ventures in his “Cannibals of the South 
Seas,” soon to be published, which is the 
most thrilling narrative of adventure I 
have read. Venturing too far inland, his 
party was captured by cannibals, and 
escaped only throvgh the opportune ar- 
rival of a British man of war. He, too, 
describes the natives as deteriorating. 
though his estimate of their numbers is 


far higher than that usually given. 

The total population of the three di- 
visions of the Pacific islands was esti- 
taated in 1910 to be less than a million, of 
which Polynesia, including Hawaii, is 
said to have about 261,000; Micronesia 
about 96,000 and Melanesia, exclusive of 
New Guinea, 622,000. These figures 
probably will have to be further reduced 
owing to the ravages of influenza in the 
islands in the last six months, in which in 
the single Island of Tahiti one-seventh of 


Hawaii is the only group that has shown 
much increase in the last thirty years. In 
that time it has more than doubled in 
population, but this is owing to immigra- 
tion, mostly of Japanese, Chinese and 
Americans. 

. German Samoa. 

Germany's former possessions in Poly- 
nesia consisted of the Samoan islands 
west of Tutuila. Here Germany came 
nearest to the United States, a distance 
of only 25 miles separating Upolu from 
the line of demarkation drawn in the 


which has been an American possession 
since 1900. The islands were first sighted 
by Jacob Roggeveen, a Dutch navigator, 
in 1722. Loais de Bougainville, the 
French explorer, in 1768, called there 
and named the group Iles des Naviga- 
tcurs. In 1830 the islands attracted the 
notice of American and German traders, 
but traffic was precarious owing to 4 
constant state of war between the 
natives.

The Britisn warship Calliope suc- 
ceeded in getting out of the harbor. the 
men of the Trenton, doomed to death. 
cheering her as she passed out to safety. 
The incident is commemorated in “A 
Footnote to History,” by Robert Louis 
Stevenson, who went to Samoa in 1889 
and made his home at Vailima on Upolu, 
where he died in 1894. 


Germar Intrigues. 


Representatives of Great Britain, the 
United States and Germany met in Ber- 
jin in 1889 and framed a treaty which 
recognized the independence of the 
islands. It was signed at the close of 
Emperor William's first year on the 
throne and he had not yet perfected his 
plans for the conyuest of the world. Ma- 
lietoa was restored to power. He died in 
1898 and civil war began again among the 
natives, the foreigners dividing as before, 
British and Americans on one side and 
Germans on the other. A tripartite com- 
rission was sent to Samoa to adjust the 
trouble, but they found the native claims 
sv complicated that they decided to 
abolish the monarchy altogether. 

The treaty of 1889 was abrogated and 
Great Britain renounced all her rights 
to the islands in the Samoan group to 
those east of 171 degrees in favor of the 
United States an-1 to those west of that 
meridian in favor of Germany. Since 
then the United States has paid more 
attention to educating and improving the 


natives than it has to exploiting them. 
The naval commander at Pago Pago is; 
governor of the American islands and 
there are native governors of each of' 
the three districts in which they are 
divided, with native chiefs in the coun- 
ties having control over the village chiefs. 
Exploitation is prevented by forbidding, 
the sale of land owned by natives to 
whites. 

Each of the former German islands of 
Savaii and Upola is larger than Tutuila, 


baving respectively areas of 660 and 340 
square miles compered te seventy-seven. 
Apia, the principal town on Upola, was 
the capital. The population of the Ger 
islands in 1912 was about 35,000, 
while that of the American end of the 
group Was about 9,100. Apia was occ«- 
pied by a New Zeaiand force on August 
29, 1914. | 

Since then the New Zealand govern- 
ment has administered the former colony 
and now wants the Peace Congress to 
uliow her to annex it. The matter will 
probably be compromised by making New 
Zealand the mandatory for the League 
of Nations. German marks have been 
replaced by New Zealand bank notes and 
coin, but English and American gold and 
Silver are also in general circulation.

How Japan Did Her Bit. 


Australia on the outbreak of the war 
immediately supported Great Britain by 
attacking the Getman colonies in the 
Paci c. Japan, Great Britain's alls. 
demanded of (Gsermany the surrender 
of Kiao-chau and on _ receiving no 
reply declared war on August 23, 
1914. Tsingtan owas captured on 
November 7 and the Japanese next 
turned their attention to the colonics 
in the Pacific still in Germany's posses- 
sion. These consisted of islands north 
of the Equator, which she captured and 
has since administered, while Australia 
is in charge of thuge south of the Equator, 
except Samoa. The probabilities are that 
this arrangement wili be continued, with 
the only difference that the executive 
power will be called a mandatory and 
will be obliged to report each year to the 
League of Nations. 

Germany’s possessions 
were all north of the equator and 
eensisted of the Caroline islands, 
divided into western , middle and 
eastern groups, the Pelew islands 
on the west, the Marshall islands 
or the east and -he Marianne islands on 
the north—in the latter of which, how- 
ever, there is one exception, the small but 
important island of Guam, which is a 
cable station of the Commercial Pacific 
Company and belengs to the United 
States. The cable, which runs from San 
Francisco to Honc:ulu, and then to Mid- 
way Island, continues to Guam and 
Manila and is the most direct means of 
communication between the United 
States and the Philippine islands. It was 
surrounded by German islets which the 
Japanese have now conquered. 

The Carolines are the most important 
of these islands. They number about 500 
and have a population of about 36,000.

While Messrs. Clemenceau om 
Pichon (with the admirable assistance of 
Mr. Matsui and Baron Sonnino) were lav- 
ing dewn the lines of programme and ac 
tual power, President Wilson and M: 
Lloyd George were (as the theatrical peo 
ple would say) ‘“‘papering the house.’ 
Neither the gentleman from Liberia nor 
those solemn persons from East India 
will really have a practical thing to do 
with actually making the world safe for 
diplomacy. They are like the hole in 
the doughnut—ornamenta!l, but mot sub- 
stantial. 

Superiative Need First. 


Unless the American delegation makes 
a sad mess of its Far Eastern responsi- 
bilities the Filipinos wih probably live to 
thank the President that he put their 
futu > on a higher level than the soft and 
treacherous sands of merely glittering ap- 
pearances. Their future is very much on 
the President's mind just now, and, as his 
own friend «cys, the President is certainly 
positive that there is only one way of 
making that future safe, that it is a com- 
paratively simple thing to do if the super- 
lative need is first attended to.

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PARIS, March 5-—Modern Greece's 
greatest man, a maker and unmaker of 
kings, a patriot who has carried his peo- 
pie with him because he has dared defy 
them, a statesmman ranking high in inter- 
national councils, Premier E. K. Veniselos 
is one of the outstanding figures of the 
peace conference. Since I am proceeding 
to Greece and Turkey, I sought first to 
get the views of this man who has guc- 
ceeded in imposing his will upon a volatile 
natian, 

l.lieutheros K. Veniselos (he himself 

is his name with an s, and not with 
« 2) does not look the part of a states- 
man. The hard lines about the eyes and 
mouth, the cultivated impassivity, the 
stolid air of sophistication and ponderous 
vomposity which most “statesmen” ac- 
qgulre along with the frock coat. are al! 
absent from this alert and bubbling 
Greek. His skin is as fresh as a child's. 
His eyes are dancing, and belie his white 
hair and beard. He is fifty-four years 
oid, and as nimble as a man or thirty. 
When, during our hour’s talk, it became 
necessary to look up a book or a map, 
he was nimbly after it himself, with viva- 
cious birdlike motions. He has learned 
to speak English since I talked with him 
in Athens eight years ago, but not so 
well as syhe speaks French and German. 
(Imagine an American official glibly 
quoting authorities in three languages 
besides his own!) A modest, genial gen- 
tleman, bubbling over with the wine of 
life, is this leader of a nation, come to 
Paris to plead the cause of a people con- 
scious of three thousand years of history, 
and of a thousand years of oppression. 


America and Constantinople. 


Frankly, there is a winsomeness about 
this man that is unusual. He is consid- 
erate, soft spoken and free from arrogance 
or consciousness of the high place he has 
made for himself in modern history. When 
conversation has reached the point of Con- 
stantinople, which city was for a thousand 
years the capital of the old Greek Empire, 
and is to-day the seat of the Greek Pat- 
riarch, and is included in Greece's claims 
before the conference, Il mentioned the un- 


dercurrent of talk that the city should be 
internationalized, with America responsible, 
for its oversight. The gray eyes sparkled 
and Mr. Veniselos declared, with anima- 
tion, “We should favor that We trust 
America absclutely. Our rights would be 
gafe under American control." 

Passing to the general proposition that 
America must assume territorial respon- 
Bibilities, he said:—‘‘It would be presump- 
tuous for me to suggest it, but since you 
have introduced the subject. | may say 
that it is inevitable that your nation should 
bear a part of the burdens of administra- 
tion.’ His face grew grave as he con- 
tinued, “You cannot escape destiny. It is 
tmpossible that'America should have come 
to this place of unquestioned ieadership 
and yet be unwilling to accept her share 
of responsibility.” 

The instant readiness of Greece to re- 
-‘linguish her most glorious ambition, if 
oniv America be entrusted with Constan- 
tinople, was one more evidence of the 
depth of the confidence which the United 
States has inapired in the hearts of the 
little nations What made the present 
instance impressive was the fact that here 
stood the official representative of ‘the 
riory that was Greece’’-—the nation, heir 
to 3.000 vears of history, which has shaped 
a world’s civilization, and the one to which 
all the ages have done honor, so that its 
ancient heroes are familiar names to every 
achoolboy—reaching out a hand of sup- 
Plication to the strong young giant of 
the West, with less than a hundred and 
fifty vears of history behind it. New 
America is the accepted helper and leader 
of the Old World. .

During the war, said Mr. Veniselos, 
g00,000 Greeks have been exterminated by 
Turkey. Four hundred and fifty thou- 
gand have been expelled by the Ottoman 
government and forced to take refuge in 
Greece: other bundreds of thousands, he 
added, have been deported from the coast 
reftens of Asia Minor into the interior, 
where most of them have perished Is it 
any wender that, after quoting President 
Wilsor ® declaration, ““The other nation- 
alities. itich are now under Turkish rule 
should \? assured an undoubted security 
of life and an absolutely unmolested op- 
portunity of autonomous development,” 
Mr. Veniselos deciares that ‘“‘the mere ne- 
cessity of reinstating these people in their 
homes and on their now confiscated real 
estate presupposes unavoidably the aboli- 
tion of Turkish sovereignty!’’ 

What the Greeks Want. 

The Greece that is is not the Greece that 
was. For centuries after Rome and 
Athens had been submerged by the tide

of barbarism the Greek cities of Asia 
Minor preserved civilization and Chris- 
tianity. The western portion of Asia 
Minor, with the Aegean Islands, despite 
all oppressions, still remains predomi- 
nantly Greek, having more than a million 


and a half inhabitants who are Hellenic 
in race and tongue and national aspira- 
tions. 

As Mr. Venizelos outlined it to me, the 
Greek population of the world is grouped 
as follows:~In Greece itself more than 
four million, in Asia Minor more than a 
million and a half, in Thrace and the vi- 
cinity of Constantinople three-quarters of 
a million, in North and South America al- 
most half a million. Altogethér, counting 
the Greeks scattered over the globe, there 
are about eight million. 

Now Greece wants back her people who 
are in the Balkans and in Turkey. She 
has claims to Southern Albania: but most 
especially she would unite with the Athens 
government all the Greek islands and the 
western part of Asia Minor, outside of a 
line drawn downward from Constanti- 
nople. Mr. Venizelos contends that these 
make one hémogeneous people, who have 
kept their language, their civilization and 
their national aspiration for ages. 

There is a group of Greeks who would 
erect a separate Hellenic nation in Asia 
Minor and the islands without subjection 
to Athens. All classes of Greeks, how- 
ever, are a unit in desiring deliverance 
from the Turks. There is no Greek party 
csnown in Paris that favors a continuance 
of the Ottoman Empire. The Asia Minor 
Greeks sometimes claim to be the better 
Hellenic stock, and they say that a sepa- 
rate country would escape the problems 
and politics of Athens. Of racial solidar- 
ity, however, there is no question. 

As the Germans Saw It. — 

Like a scholar come suddenly upon a 
pearl of knowledge, Mr. Venizelos would 
sparkle with animation as he uncovered a 
telling point in Atlas or in reference book. 
Thus, he attaches great weight to an ex- 
tract from a German book, “Hellenism in 
Asia Minor,” written in the first year of 
the war by Dr. hari Dietrich. He read it 
aloud to me as proof of the Greek con. 
tention, and I quote it here:~— 

“The Asia Minor peninsula shows a 
great geographical contrast, which ex- 
plains the part At played in history as a 
hyphen between the Asiatic and the Hel- 
leno-European civilizations 

“The central part of the large and mod- 
érately levelled country, surrounded from 
the north, south and east by higb moun- 
tains, is formed of homogeneoks and 
partly dry wide plateaus, divided int’ sec- 
tions by a few ranges. On the contrary, 
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the wes‘ern portion, from south of Con- 
stantinople, shows a remarkably varied 
formation. Ranges in every direction, of 
varied area, formation and shape, are di- 
vided by deep valleys, which extend from 
east to west from the central plateaus to 
the multiform coast, which gives their out- 
let to rather important rivers. 

“Those valleys have on the geographi- 
cal formation of western Asia Minor a 
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HARBOR UF DALMATIA. 


greater influence than that of the interior 
ranges, because they provide it with rich 
and useful land and easy means of com- 
munication. 

“This compact form of the country and 
the useful variety of the coast line, which 
is a consequence of it, as well as of the 
general slope brought on by the last geo- 
logical periods, show common features be- 
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proper, to the extent that we may con- 
sider both as one geographical entity—the 
Aegeide. 

“To this contrast betwee, Central and 
Western Asia Minor in shape and §for- 


mation corresponds an equally important 
contrast detween their respective climates 
and vegetation. In the centre, surrounded 
by high ranges, prevails the lack of rain- 
fall and the cold winter of the steppes. 
On the contrary, the open western position 
is provided by the sea breeze with ample 
rainfall, so that the warm summer alone 
is dry. Therefore the essential feature of 
Western Asia Minor is the most genuine 
Mediterranean climate and vegetation. 
Thus one great natural barrier divides 
Asia Minor—on one side a secluded pla- 
teau of a practically Asiatic nature; on 
the other an Aegean country with all the 
features of Greece proper and reciprocal 
relations both in history and in nature 
with the sea and overseas with Greece. 
Therefore we meet in the centre the 
Asiatic civilization. and the Greek civi- 
lization on the western coast both in the 
past and in present times.”’ 

We went over the Bulgarian question, 
the Albanian claims of Greece, the re- 
ligious situation—for religion, or ecclesi- 
asticism, plays a major part in the politics 
of the Mediterranean countries—and 
Thrace, Constantinople and the islands. 
More interesting than any of the allusions 
to the great days of old or the tragic times 
‘from which Greece is emerging was the op- 
‘timistic, vibrantly human and alive per- 
‘sonality of Mr. Venizelos himself. 


IBALKAN QUESTION HAS PENETRATED 


ROME AND SET POPULACE AFLAME

ROME, March 10.—There is nothing re- 
mote or academic about the Balkan ques- 
tion in Rome; nobody here is content to 
skip allusions to it in the newspaper re- 
ports of the peace conference. Instead, it 
gets first page position daily. For the 
Balkans have found the road to Rome, and 
here the question shrieks from the press 
headlines. from placards on the walls of 
the city, from popular mass meetings and 
re-echoes from private conversations in 
palace, drawing rooms, barracks and cafés, 
The barbarian invasions of old were 
scarcely more absorbing. 

As usual, the Balkan question breeds 
fighting—or at least talk of fighting—and, 


of America. hot blooded Italians, men of 
position, tell an investigator how they will 
send an army against the Jugoslavs and 
how they will even march to Paris if 
France actively supports the Jugoslav 
cause: moreover, if the peace conference 
does not meet Italy’s claims, then the con- 
sequences be upon the heads of the nations 
if Italy joins hands with a reconstructed 
Germany to assure her an economic future. 

That is the sort of talk that is more 
common than spaghetti here—for Italy 
still has her wheatless and meatless days 
and in general feels the pinch of the war 
at the waistline, as her big ally in the west 
does not. This is a Latin nation, and it 
takes ita politics as ardently as its loves. 
Most of the extreme statements that are 
flying about so generally must be attrib- 
uted to temperament. 

The day after the peace conference had 
thrown a few pails of cold water upon 
the territorial aspirations of all nations 
Gabriele d’Annunzio, with full poetic li- 
cense, published a virulent attack upon 
America. Great Britain and France, on 
the assumption that they are denying 
Italy her rights. So many thousands of 
articles have been written and speeches 
made identifying the retention of Fiume 
and Dalmatia with Italy’s honor that any 
modificatioly of claims is far from easy. 
Getting down off a high horse is never a 
graceful proceeding.

ORGAN. 

One of the most important ad- 
juncts of the modern church is the 
organ, rendering possible, as it 
does, that offering of song which 


‘is so beautiful a feature of the 


services of today. 
The organ in the new church 
will, wher? complete, rank among 


‘the finest and most beautiful in-' 


struments in the south. 

The organist for the new church 
is Charles A. Sheldon, great-grand- 
son of the Dr. John S. Wilson who 
was the first supply pastor fdr the 
church. 

In the early days Mr. Harmsen, 
father of the present elder, Carl 
Harmegen, was organist fer the 
church, but when he was absent 
Dr. Wilson, who was a good or- 
ganist, played the hymns on the 
old melodeon. Mrs. Julia Well- 
born, a granddaughter of Dr. Wil- 


‘son, was organist for twenty-two 
, years. 


Mr. Sheldon, the present organ- 
ist. is a musician with a national 
reputation, both as an expert or- 


ganist and as an accomplished or- 


gan committee wishes to acknowl- 


edge its obligation to Mr. Sheldon 
for the specifications for the new 


organ and his faithful supervision 
of its installation. 

To the forethought of George H. 
Harrison, chairman of the organ 
committee, which included also 
John W. Grant, with Mr. Downing. 
the architect, and the pastor, Dr. 


‘Lyons, as advisory members; 


whose imagination discerned the 
great future of the new church: 
realizing it stood in the _ front

Downings and Mr. Sheldon had to- 
gether planned the Trinity organ, 
and he asked Mr. Sheldon to draw 
ip plans and suggestions on the 
lines of the Trinity organ and to 
add whatever he might consider 
valuable to perfect a magnificent 
instrument. 


FIFTY-NINE 
COMPLETE STOPS. 


Mr. Sheldon gladly volunteered 
his services and the beautiful or- 
gan which is being erected in the 
new First Presbyterian church is 
the outcome of the vision of Mr. 
Harrison, for which he has worked 
ubtiringly, and it will stand as a 
monument for his faithfulness. 

The organ is a modern Pilcher 
electric action, erected by George 
Haury, of the Pilcher company, 
one of the oldest organ manufac- 
turers in the country. 

When finished there wil! be 59 
complete stops. At present there 
are only 27 installed. It is com- 
posed of a great organ, swell or- 
gan, choir. solo, pedal, echo and 
stentor. The last two are to be in 
the alcoves over the entrances at 
each corner.

ROAD AND SCHOOL PLANS | 


The essence of the road legisla- 
tion proposed by the special com- 
mittee is to place the motor vehi- 
cle taxes to work on a system of 
interconnected state roads, forming 
a network of 4,800 miles, and con- 
necting the county seats and all 
important market towns of the 
state. The anticipated income will 
be about $2,000,000 in 1920, and will 
gradually increase. The total in- 
come in 25 years will probably ex- 
ceed $85,000,000. During the same 
period we may probably expect 
from federal sources, if the exist- 
ing policy at Washington is con- 
tinued, not less than $20,000,000. 


If the proposed legislation meets |

society from Viscount James Bryce, | 


former British 
United States. 

The historic Holy Land, released 
from deadly Moslem domination, 
may take its place among the “pros- 
perous and even populous” civilized 


states of today, he states, if ad- 
ministered by “a government which 
shotid give honest administration, 
repress brigandage, diffuse educa- 
tion, irrigate the now desolate, be- 
cause sun-scorched, valley of the 
lower Jordan by water drawn from 
the upper course of the river.” 

A part of Viscount Bryce’s com- 
munication follows; 


A Tiny Country. 

“Palestine is a tiny little coun- 
try. Though the traveler’s hand- 
books prepare him to find it small, 
it surprises him by being smaller 
than he expected. Taking it as 
the region between the Mediterra- 
nean on the west and the Jordan 
and Dead sea on the @éast, from the 
spurs of Lebanon and Hermon on 
the north to the desert at Beershe- 
ba on the south, it is only 110 miles 
long and from 50 to 60 broad—that 
is to say, it is smaller than New 
Jersey. 

“Of this region large parts did 
not really belong to ancient fsrael. 
Their hold on the southern and 


northern districts was but slight, 
while in the southwest a wide and 
rich plain along the Mediterranean 
was occupied by the warlike Philis- 
tines, who were sometimes more 
than a match for the Hebrew ar- 
mies. Israel had, in fact, little more 
than the hill’ country, which lay 
between the Jordan on the east and 
the maritime plain on the west. 
King David, in the days of his pow- 
er, looked down from the hill cities 
of Benjamin, just north of Jerusa- 
lem, upon Philistine enemies only

snow for eight months in the year. 
It is Hermon, nearly 10,000 feet high 
— Hermon, whose fountains feed the 
rivers of Damascus. 


“But Hermon is outside the ter- 
ritory of Israel altogether, standing 
in the land of the Syrians; so, too, 


it is of Lebanon. We are apt to 
think of that mountain mass as 
within the country, because it also 
is frequently mentioned in .the 
Psalms and the Prophets; but the 
two ranges of Lebanon also rise 
beyond the frontiers of Israel, lyjng 
between the Syrians of Damascus 
and the Phoenicians of the west. 

“Perhaps it is because the maps 
from which children used to learn 
Bible geography were on a large 
scale that most of us have failcd 
to realize how narrow were the lim- 
its within which took place all those 
great doings that fill the books 
of Samuel.and Kings. Just in the 
same way the classical scholar who 
visits Greece is surprised to find 
that so smal! a territory sufficed for 
so many striking incidents and for 
the careers of so many famoug 
men.

With the exception 
of the Rolsheviki, there was not a 
single political group in Russia that 
was opposed to an allied army com- 
ing to Russia.

Allies Came When 

The alies came to Russia upon 
the invitation of the Russian peo- 
ple, for the purpoge of fighting the 
Germans and their supporters, the 
Bolsheviki. It was clear from the 
outset that they were tnvited only 
for such a purpose, and the allies 
themselves have given guarantecs 
not to interfere with the interna! 
affairs of the Russian people. Such 
guarantees were contained in the 
declarations of the United States, 
English and Japanese governments 
and in the many appeals and dec- 
larations issued by their  diplo- 
matic and military representatives 
in Russia,

through her enormous 
sacrifices, was and is entitled to 
allied help. On the other hand, no 
one has any right to interfere with 
the sacred right of the Russian 
people to choose the form of gov- 
ernment they want. The future 
Russian government will be chosen 
at the All-Russian constituent as- 
sembly elected by the entire peo- 
ple, and the allies should render 
the Russian people all the help they 
need to enable them to create a 
real democratic government through 
a constituent assembly. 


This, I hope, answers the ques- 
tion. Just as all Russian demo- 
crats, I was for rendering Russia 
all the economic, financial, techni- 
cal and military helps she needs 


to enable her to re-establish the 
municipalities and zemsatvos elect- 
ed on the basis of universal suf- 
frage, which were dispersed by the 
Bolsheviki, and to convoke an All- 
Russian constituent assembly which 
would define the conatitution of the 
state and solve Ruassia’s main polite 
ical and social problems. 

As for the present, I may say that 
our relation to the allies will de- 
pend fully upon their capacity for 
honesty and unselfishness towards 
us. There are grave symptoms in 
existence: on the one hand, an in- 
clination to use our misfortunes for 
purely selfish purposes, and, on the 
other hand, almosac complete indif- 
ference towards the cause of our 
freedom. This indifference is en- 
couraging to those elements’ in 
Russia’s life who would like to 
bring the country back to where 
she was before March, 1917. 

Having watched the allied policy 
in Russia, I may say that the policy 
has been so undefined and contra- 
dictory that I cannot find a single 


rinctple which would explain it. 
he allied policy is an enigma to 
us, and, in conclusion, I will say 
again: Sincere help excludes’ the 
elements which are usually called 
‘intervention.” Help, every kind of 
help, should be rendered the Rus- 
sian people, but they themselves 
must define their form of govern- 
ment and their political future, And 
they will do it through an All- 
Russian constituent assembly.
